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This advisory action is in response to applicant's granted petition filed 4/13/2006. In particular, applicant's claim amendment entered 
3/14/2006 (with respect to response filed 2/10/2004) requires further search and/or reconsideration. Specifically, at least newly amended 
claims 1, 6, 7 t 15 t and 22 require additional search and/or reconsideration based on the newly added limitation "determining a fragment 
size and a number of fragments for each of the segments" or equivalent. Claim 5 requires additional search and/or reconsideration for 
the amended limitation of a receiving system. Claim 16 as amended further requires additional search and/or reconsideration based on 
the newly added limitation where the fragments are used to calculate a segment error rate. In addition, claim 16 and its dependents 
appear to be subject to a restriction requirement for being directed to a different invention (see MPEP 821.03). Finally, claim 24 is new 
and thus requires additional search and/or reconsideration. In addition, claim 24 also appears to be subject to a restriction requirement 
as it is also directed towards a different invention (i.e., claim 24 does not require determining a fragment size and a number of fragments 
for each of the segments). 
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
